VICTIM PORSUES THEW. 

Both Men Are Captured and 
Stolen Money Is Found in 
Their Pockets by Twenty- 
second Street Police.

Armed with a revolver and a dagger, two 
fashionably dressed men entered the saloon 
of Moses Lowis, at Seventeenth and State 
streets, at 6:30 o'clock last evening, and, aft- 


er a desperate encounter with the proprietor 


in the narrow passageway behind the bar, 
broke open the cash register and secured $50. 


In their haste the robbers overlooked nearly 
$200 more which was in a drawer beneath the 


register. 


Three-quarters of an hour later the men 
were captured by Lieutenant Alcock and a 


detail of policemen from the Twenty-second 
Street Police Station after an exciting chase. 


In the pocket of one of the men was found a 


quantity of pepper, which the police believe 


was to be used for the purpose of blinding 
They gave their names as H. 
R. Tenant and Milton Fountain. 

Lewis was seated alone in the saloon when 
the robbers entered. The burtender had left 
the place a few minutes before to go to sup- 


per. 

| Starts for His Revolver. 

In an instant Lewis was on his feet. He 

back instinctively, and started to 

retreat toward the front end of the bar 
‘where his revolver lay in an open drawer. 
The robbers anticipated the purpose of his 
movement, and leaped behind the bar to 
intercept him. 

Move another step and you'll feel this 
steel. We want the money in that register, 
and 's no use to make a noise or try to resist 
us, he continued. 

As he spoke he seized the saloonkeeper 
and forced him to the floor by a quick move- 
ment. Lowis resisted at first, but ceased 
his struggles when the man muttered: 

Stop this business or I'll cut.“ 

While Lowis was struggling on the floor 
the other robber was busily engaged in 
breaking open the cash register. It quickly 


‘yielded to his efforts, and he hastily scooped | * 


out its contents. The men then left the 


saloon and ran south in State street. 
Lewis reported the robbery at the Twenty- 
second Street Station and the men were 


captured son afterwards. 


Steal While Family Dines. 

Porch climbers entered the home of A. M. 
Osgood, 766 West Adams street, about 6:30 
o'clock last evening and succeeded in secur- 
ing a $200 sealskin sacque, $150 worth of 
jewelry, and a number of articles of clothing 
which were hanging in a closet of the room 
entered. 

At the time the robbers entered the house

a Japan's Attitude Toward China. 


[Special Cable te The Chicago Tribune.) 

LONDON, Dec. 15.—A dispatch to the Times 
from Tokio details at length the attitude of 
the Japanese government and people towards 
China. Both are represented to be inspired 
by a genuine desire to promote peace and 
prosperity and to prevent the dismember- 
ment et the Chinese Empire, 

The correspondent says there is a distinct 
reaction in favor of leniency towards China, 
which he ascribes to the accounts of the 
‘barbarous behavior of the Russian troops 
throughout northern China, especially the 
atrocious treatment of wemen and children, 
which are amply confirmed from other 
sources. 

These have produced intense disgust, which 
is enhanced by the silence of ‘Western public 
opinion in contrast to the severity of the com- 
ments on the Japanese. action at Port * 
six years ago.

A Pekin dispatch of Thursday's date says 
Boxers attacked couriers, near Hosiwu, on 
the road from Pekin into Tien Tsin, last 
Monday. The allies sent reinforcements 
against the Boxers, who were in over- 
whelming numbers. 

The fighting was resumed on Tuesday. 
The Boxers were routed with heavy loss.

LIKE AN “UNFRIENDLY 


London Chronicle Sees an End of the 
Good Relations—Comment of the 
British Press 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune. ] 

LONDON, Dec. 15, 3 a. m.—** No other con- 
struction can be placed upon the action of the 
United States,“ says the Daily Chronicle, in 
commenting on the Senate’s action on the 
treaty, than that the Senators have delib- 
erately made up their minds to force England 
into a false position and to make the refusal 
to ratify the Hay-Pauncefote treaty come 
from this side. President McKinley, as 
usual, shouts with the larger crowd. 

I the United States go out of the way to 
break treaty engagements, such conduct will 
come within the definition of an “ unfriendly 
act.“ We are loath to think that the era of 
good relations with America is coming to an 


end, but if she were to take advantage of our 
complications in south Africa and China 


after we have given our aid during her com- 
plications with Spain, we could neither desire 
nor trust her friendship in the future.“ 


Step Declared Most Serious. 

The Daily News says that a résolution to 
abrogate the Clayton-Bulwer treaty would be 
a grave step indeed. It would assert the right 
of any country to cancel a mutual engage- 
ment of its ownaccord. It was precisely this 
claim that Lord Granville repudiated when 
Russia put it forward in 1871 and which 
Russia subsequently abandoned. 

The Spectator, commenting on the Davis 
amendment to the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, 
says it fails to see that it is of much im- 
portance, although it is supposed to be anti- 
English. It adds that in the unhappy event 
of a quarrel between the United States and 
Great Britain the battle wouid be fought our 
on the sea and the victor would undoubtedly 
dictate her own terms conéerning the canal. 


Times Holds It Revolutionary. 


The Times editorially finds the Senate's 
action hardly intelligible, unless it Is sought 
to override the country’s obligations and 
discredit the President's recent pledges by 
something approaching an act of force. It 
We are unable to believe that such 
really contem- 


revolutionary designs are 
plated. If the concessions to which we con- 
sented are refused we can only express re- 
gret. The existing treaty rights remain un- 
touched, and they are guaranteed by the 
constitution of the United States so long 
as they are neither broken by force nor 
amended by amicable negotiations.“ 

The Telegraph, while declaring that noth- 
ing could be more unfortunate than the 
Senate's attitude, contends that Great Brit- 
ain, although she will not display a dog-in- 
the-manger attitude, cannot surrender her 
rights under the Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
without compensation. It adds that it fears 
the Senate’s action will postpone the con- 
struction of the canal for years.

Ten years ago, Lord Hardwick said, ne was 
left without a shilling, and he could not 
afford to sever his connection with the city 
which had furnished him a livelihood for the 
sake of a few years in office. While in office, 
however, he would not enter the Stock Ex- 
change, and would not take up his duties 
unfil he retired from active business in 
January. 

Lord Hardwick then pointed out that Lord

bery himself was a member of the Cabinet 
to which Mr. Gladstone appointed a man 
who was a partner in a firm of cotton brokers, 

After Lord Rosebery had reasserted the 
correctness of his principle Lord Salisbury 
said Lord Rosebery had raised a similar clap- 
trap cry against stock brokers as he had 
raised against directors, who were not more 
guilty of commercial sin than others of the 
mercantile community.

Ottawa, Ont., Dec. 14.—[Spectal. Eu. Bett 
of the Geological Survey department has - 
returned to Ottawa, after an absence of 
eighteen months, during which time he tray 
eled across Canada from the arctic circle te 
the boundary. Mr. Bell started from Edmon- 
ton, going first to Great Slave Lake, spending 
ten months in exploring the country in that 
vicinity. In April of this year he left Fort 
Resolution, where he was wintering, and 
crossed Great Slave Lake on the ice by dog 
teams, and waited at the head of the Mac- 
kenzie River for the opening of navigation, 
From there he went down the Mackenzie 
by canoe to Fort Norman, a Hudson Bay 
post, and then went up the Bear River, 
around the north shore of Great Bear Lake, 
most of which is within the arctfe circle, 
The party made a portage of the mouth of 
the Coppermine River, which flows into the 

Arctic Ocean. 

They were about five miles from the Arctic 
Ocean when they turned south on Aug. 1, 
returned to Bear Lake and by way of Fort 
Chippeway on Lake Athabasta, finally 
reached Edmonton on the home trip a week 
ago. They saw immense herds of caribou.

LIFE OF JOHN C. DORE ENDS. 


First Superintendent of the Chicago 
Public Schools Expires in Boston 
at an Advanced Age.

John C. Dore, for many years a resident ot 
Chicago, died yesterday in Boston in his 
seventy-ninth year. He tock up his residence 
in the East several years ago, although he 
retained large property interests in Chicago. 
His wife survives him. 
Mr. Dore was the first Superintendent of 
the Chicage Public Scheols, the Dore School 


being named in his honor. He accepted the 
,superintendency in 1854, resigning it two | 


ears later to take up commercial pursuits. 
m the lumber business he drifted to the 
Board of Trade, becoming President of the 
board in 1866. He invested heavily tn prop- 


erty and wae an extensive builder of the early | 


days. The fite of 1871 wiped away many of 
his interests, but enough remained to form 
a foundation for the fortune he accumulated 
in succeeding years. 

For two years Mr. Dore was a member of 
Chicago Board of Education, during his sec- 
ond term being President of that body. The 
only other public office he ever held was a 
seat in the State Senate from 1868 to 1871. 

Mr. Dore was born in Ogsipe, N. H., in 1822. 
He was graduated from Dartmouth in 1847, 
taking a position as assistant principal of the 
Boston schools. Seven years later he was 
called to Chicago. 


DEATH OF GEN. M. J. BULGER. 


He Was the Oldest Confederate Officer 
or Veteran Living, Being One 
Hundred Tears of Age. 


Birmingham, Ala., Dec. 14.—General Mich- 


ael J. Bulger, a distinguished confederate 
General, died early this morning at the home 


of his son, Thomas Bulger, Dadeville, Ala. 


General Bulger was the oldest confederate 
officer or veteran living, being 100 years of 
age. 


EDWARD RYAN died yesterday at his home 


Wiota, Wis. In 1854 he came to Portage Lake, 
where his elder brother, John C. Ryan, was in 
business. In 1857 he began his business career as 
grocery clerk for the late Ransom Sheldon, father 
of Congressman Sheldon. He left this position to

to which he was elected when barely 21 years o 
age, and after serving two years refused a re- 
nomination to go into business for himself in Han- 
cock. In 1868 he established the first

Dee he founded the Peninsula Electric Light and 
Power company, which lights all Houghton Coun- 
ty. e was delegate to the National Democratic 
conventions which nominated Tilden and Cleve- 
land for Presidents.

The conference of business-men relative 
te the improvement of the Chicago River, 
called by the Drainage bocrd yesterday, was 


organizations. Fifty men gathered in the 
board room at 1 o’clock to listen to President 
Jones’ short introductory address and 
Trustee Carter’s statement of the financial 
condition of the district. Three phases of 
the discussion received particular attention, 
and in the end the general support of those 


present. 

First, that immediate steps must be taken 
to replace the swing bridges by bascules in 
at least eight of the places contemplated in 
the plans of the board, and that the tunnels 
must be lowered without delay. 

Second, that the Legislature must be asked 
to relieve the district of the burden of 
further increasing the flow of lake water 
through the canal, and to increase the bond 
limit or the valuation of the district. 

Third, that steps must be taken at once to 
enlist the support of the federal government 
in improving the harbor facilities of Chicago. 
For this last purpose a petition for the im- 
mediate appropriation of $2,000,000 was cir- 
culated after the meeting. 


Federal and State Laws Conflict. 


At the outset President Jones said that the 

purpose of the meeting was to receive ex- | 

ns from those present as to the best 
policy for the board to pursue in view of 
the reduced property valuation in the dis- 
trict. Two laws, which the board was bound 
to obey, were in direct conflict. 

“The law of the State of IIlinois,“ said 
President Jones, under which the district 
was organized provides that there must be 
at all times a flow of 300,000 cubic feet of 
water a minute through the drainage canal, 
and that provision must be made for greater 
flow as the population increases. Inevitable 
embarrassment. results to navigation.

Grand Trunk Train Strikes a Trolley 
Car at Kedzie Avenue and Unknown 
Passenger Is Fatally Hurt—Drivers 
‘Meet Accidents. 


At 8:45 o’clock last evening an in-bound 
passenger train on the Grand Trunk road 
struck a south-bound Kedzie avenue car at 
Kedzie avenue and Forty-ninth street, de- 
molished the car, and fatally injured an un- 
known man, the only passenger. The man 
was picked up. unconscious fifty feet from 
the scene of the accident. He was taken to 
the County Hospital by the wagon from the 
Twentieth Precinct Station. 

Conductor Richard Davis, who was in 
charge of the car, had walked ahead, but was 
unable to see a train approaching from either | 
direction.. The rear end of the car where 
he had been standing was demolishei. 
Motorman Harry Boucher was carried some 
distance with the front end of the car, which 
was thrown across the tracks. He was un- 
injured. The flagman, John Martin, was 
temporarily away from his post. The in- 
jured passenger was not known in the 
Vicinity of the accident, nor did anything on 
his person serve to indicate his identity.

The train was bound for the East and had 
been delayed in leaving the station. In 
order to make up the lost time the train was 
being run fifty miles an hour through the 
city.

TRY TO KEEP WARDEN GRAHAM.

The question of appointing a Warden for 
the County Hospital is troubling President 
J. J. Hanberg of the County board. It is 
said that James H. Graham, the incumbent, 
expects Congressman Lorimer to save him. 
It is reported, too, that the Warden is get- 
ting physicians and Republicans to use their 
influence in his behalf. 

The resolution offered by Commissioner Or- 
gan demanding a change in the system of 
appointing internes for the hospital is being 
fought on the ground that there appears to 
be too much Democratic machine politics be- 
hind it. That faction of the medical frater- 
nity interested has joined President Haa- 
berg and the Republican commissioners to 
defeat this resolution, and then prepare a 
new system which will eliminate every fea- 
ture of the present plan, against which com- 
plaints have been made.

Not since the time at Nauvoo, when Brigham Young overcame rivalry and became 
the head of the church after the killing of Joseph Smith, has there been any doubt as to 
the right of succession. The theory of the Mormon Church is that the Lord inspires the 
Twelve Apostles in the naming of the church President, but invariably the presiding 
apostle has been chosen, and the presiding apostle has been the senior one in term of 
service in the quorum of the twelve, as the apostolic organization is called. So hereto- 
fore it has been simply a formal matter to designate a new head of the Twelve or 4 new 


head of the church. But when Apostle Richards, the President of the Twelve, 


few months ago, he bequeathed an ecclesiastical problem to his brethren. 

The President of the church has two counselors, who are chosen from among the 
apostles. Their apostolic functions are suspended while they act as counselors, but if 
when their chief dies his successor does not retain them they go back to their seats 
among the aposties. George Q. Cannon and Joseph F. Smith are the counselors of 
President Snow. Cannon became an apostle in 1860, and Smith reached the apostolic 
rank in 1867. But Brigham Young, son of the prophet, was ordained an apostle by his 
father’s favor in 1855, although he did not become an actual member of the Apostles’ 
quorum until 1868, after Cannon and Smith had taken seats in it, and he claims senfority, 


with the right of succession, on the ground of his earlier ordination. ' 
When the apostles were confronted with the duty of selecting a chief on the 


death 


of Richards, they evaded a decision of the question of succession involved by leaving the 


position of President of the Twelve vacant. 


To take the place George Q. Cannon would 


have been compelled to retire from his present position, in which he is regarded by many 
as virtually the head of the church. On the other hand, the elevation of Brigham Young 
would have deen a concesston, according to precedent, of his claim to the church Pres- 
. idency. So the failure to select a chief apostle is regarded as on the whole indicating 
the preference of a majority of the aposties in behalf of Cannon. But Young and his

SAY STANLEY HAS RBOORI 


MAN ARRESTED IN DRESS SUIT IS 
‘ACCUSED BY MANY. 


Police Declare the Story That His Ap- 
_ prehension Was Caused by « Rival 
for the Hand of Ans Dalton Is Un- 
true—Under Various Names, It Is 
Said, He Is Alleged te Be Guilty of 
Horse . Stealing, Bigamy, and Lar- 


In the guise of a wealthy contractor, James 
B. Stanley, alleged forger, horse thief, and 
bigamist, sought the hand of Anna Dalton. 
When he was arrested Thursday night at 
his fiancée’s house, 266 Fulton street, at- 
tired in a full dress suit, waiting to escort 
Miss Dalton to a theater, he said his arrest 
was caused out of jealousy by a vival for the 
affections of the girl. But the police declare 
the rival is a myth. 

Miss Dalton had great confidence in him 
and regarded him as a wealthy man. To 
her and her sister, both of whom work for the 
McMahon Cracker and Biscuit company, 46 
Green street, he represented that he owned 
property at Ashland avenue and Fulton 
street. if 

But the cold, unromantic Police depart- 
ment had been looking for the man for 
weeks. Since his arrest the Police depart- 
ment has investigatgd the record of the 
prisoner, and the material already accumu- 
lated is of such damaging and conclusive 
character that the prisoner will find it dif- 
ficult to clear himself to the satisfaction of 
the courts.

Man of Many Nam { 

According to the record of the Identifica- 
tion bureau J. B. Stanley, alias E. H., alias 
Harry S. Decker, was sent to the Elgin In- 
sane Asylum on June 30, 1895, after he had 
been arrested for bigamy, forgery, and 
horse stealing. On May 25, 1894, he was sen- 
tenced to two years at the Chester, III., peni- 
tentiary for forgery and larceny, and on 
Oct. 29. 1895, he was arrested on suspicion, 
but released on his own recognizance, and 
promptly fied. 

Stanley, as he calls himself now, has been 
known under many other names. When he 
had his dealings with the Moffet Livery 
company he presented a card bearing the 
name “ 8. Baine Morgan De Haven.“ When 
he stopped at Grover's Hotel he called him- 
self K. C. Wilkinson. Cuffs which he left 
behind when he suddenly left Mrs. Collins’ 
boarding-house bore the name of C. Jurgen- 
son. 

According to the statements of the police 
and of some of the victims Stanley showed 
the most surprising boldness in his transac- 
tions. It is suspeoted that he had a helper, 
and that somewhere the two have hidden a 
large amount of plunder. The prisoner re- 
fuses to make any statement further than to 
deny his guilt. It is not yet known where he

Recommendations for a street railway bill 
have been sent to the Street Railway com- 
mission by the committee appointed.by the 
Civic federation in 1898. The suggestions 

generally are in harmony with the details of 
the bill which has been prepared by the 

Council commission. The committee says 
that the repeal of the Allen law was not 
sufficient, and that a law should be passed 
which would give the municipality the au- 
thority to deal with the street railway sit- 
uation. 

The points in the recommendation which 


are similar to the bill already prepared are 


those providing against over capitalization, 
regarding the publication of accounts an- 
nually, short term grants, the referendum of 
traction ordinances upon petition of voters, 
and the regulation of traction matters by 
the city, to a certain extent. 


‘ In regard to traction matters the report 


of the committee says: 


The public, which is vitally inte l, ought to 
assume the initiative in all such matters, and this 
may be done most fitly by the proper public author- 
ities. In our view there ought to be no more ques- 
tion as to the legal right of a city to own a street 
improved with street railroad tracks than a street 
improved with sidewalks or pavement. Munici- 
pal ownership does not necessarily involve opera- 
tion by the municipality. We consider it prema- 
ture to attempt to frame renewal or other street 
railway ordinances for Chicego until a proper and 
comprehensive law is obtained. ce 

The advice to the Street Railway commis- 
sion, which deals with features not empha- 
sized in the report or bill of the co ission, 
is as follows: oe 

That provision should be made for adequate in- 
quiry by proper local authorities before a new line 
be licensed as to whether public convenience re- 
quires it. 

That all renewals of existing licenses st pro- 
vide that all grants to the same com y should 
expire at the same time. 


That it should be obligatory upon the city to 


grant renewals at the expiration of licenses; or that 
the city should be bound to purchase or cause to 
be purchased the tangible property of the company. 

That the local authorities should be authorized 
to exact compensation for all licenses. 

That it should be provided that the power of 
eminent domain may be invoked by the company 
when necessary or by the city to acquire the tan- 
gible property of the company. { 

That every license should be subject to the right 
of the proper authorities to control the repair of 
streets and to make necessary police regulations.

HIRTY-FOUR autobiographies in one 
book, and every one of them in- 
teresting. The average reader may 
doubt the possibility of such a 
literary product,.and yet he needs 
but to open at random In the Days 
of My Youth,” which has just been pub- 
lished by the London firm of E. Arthur 
‘Pearson, to convince himself not only that 
such a volume is possible but that more 
entertaining, more thoroughly enjoyable 
reading matter than it contains would be 
hard to find: To have thirty-four of the 
men and women most prominent today in the 
worlds of art, letters, and politics write of 
their early struggles, their hopes, their fall- 
ures, and their successes is as interesting 
as it is unusual, and one completes the pe- 
rusal of the record they have thus made 
brightened, refreshed, and encouraged. 
To T. P. O'Connor, the well-known Lon- 
don editor, is due the credit for planning 
such a volume.

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~ JOSEPH - CHAMBERLAIN “AND HIS ISLAND.

Joseph Chamberlain, the British Colonial 
Secretary, has undertaken to solve the 


| Jamaican problem. The island is probably 


the most important of Great Britain’s West 
Indian possessions, but for years has been 
on the brink of financial ruin, and this in 
spite of the fact that it has been endowed 
by nature with every luxuriance that even 
a tropical imagination could suggest. 

Yet in spite of its 
Jamaica éxports less than it © year 
1800. In that year the island sold 150,000 
hogsheads of sugar (equivalent to as many 
tons) and 5,000,000 gallons of rum. In 1806 
the island exported only 23,000 tons of sugar 
and 1,900,000 gallons of rum, this in spite of 
a great increase in population. Since 1896 
there has been a further decline. ;

Joseph Chamberiain, as practical bust- 
ness-man, saw an opportunity for lifting 
Jamaica out of the slough of financial des- 
pondency and at once set about to foster a 
fruit trade hetween the island and England.

Chamberiain’s methods, however, have 
hot appealed to the people of Jamaica. They 
resent his dictatorial spirit. His official dis- 
patches have been largely written with the 
personal pronoun. As the „London's 
illustrated journal puts it, Chamberlain has 
to say: 

“You don’t understand this sort of thing. 
I will show you. I will de King of this island. 
I will make you prosperous, I will rehabili- 
tate your finances. I will develop your fruit 
trade. I will make you rich. But you must 
obey me.” 

Thus, says the King, the Jamaicans have 
their choice: To be free or to be rich; to 
govern themselves like Newfoundland, or to 
put themselves under the rule of a Colonial 
office clerk. 


* 

One of their first dispatches—issued less 
than a year ago—shows the state of mind 
prevalent in Jamaica. It says: 

“The Mayor and Council of Kingston 
humbly desire to protest against the Right 
Honorable the Secretary of State for the 


the personal pronoun throughout his dis- 
patch and particularly in section 89 thereof, 
toteeby imposing himself upon the people 

of this island a constitutional authority,

Chamberlain with an attempt to reduce the 
om of this ancient and loyal colony toa 
evel below that of free men and British 
subjects, a position of humiliation and hard- 
ship which the Mayor and Council repudiate 
for themselves, and which they deem it their 
duty to urge their countrymen to repudiate 


In his next Gispatch Mr. Chamberlain was 

to refrain from using the objection- 

able 1,“ but at thé same time he did not 
abandon nor abate his dictatorship. 


Still, in spite of the hostility of the Jamai- 
cans, it will be strange indeed if prosperity 
does not overtake the island. Through his 
efforts a contract has been made with a 
London company by which the company, in 
consideration of a subsidy of $200,000 a year, 
agreés to run a type geod steamship service 


By the terms of their contract the firm is 
obliged to purchase outright a certain pro- 
portion of their cargo, and each steamer is 
expected to carry not less than 20,000 bunches 
of bananas, or a minimum of half a million 
bunches in the course of a year. The in- 
crease of the trade must, of course, be regu- 
lated by the consumption of bananas in Eng- 
land. Beginning with January next a first 
consignment of the fruit will be placed on 


the Lo market cheaper and in better 
condition it has ever been seen here 
before. 


At present Jamaica produces annually 
7,000,000 bunches of bananas, 10,000,000 co- 
coanuts, and 1,000,000,000 oranges. With 
proper cultivation it could sextuple this 
amount. Land which sells at $25 to $60 per 
acre will grow within eighteen months from 
the time of planting bananas to the value of 
$50 to $100. 

Seven-eighths of the population cannot yet 
understand the process by which the island 
is to be wholly regenerated by the banana.
